clusive, in the enjoyment of personal lree- 
dom ‘This, however, is hardly to be hoped 
for at present. ‘The next best thing would 
he cordial toleration, in Congress and out of 
Congress, of differences of opinion and ac- 
ton on slavery, among denimwerats, leaving, 
in good faith, the decision of the questions 
Ww contreversy tothe people and their repre- 
sentatives, after uuttammucled discussiou.— 
But toleration, perlips, is as litle to be ex- 
pected as agreement. 

I eptertain tor General Houston a very sin- 
cere regard. Lis kindness and courtesy to- 
wards me during our association in the Sen- 
ate could not tail to win it, Sienld be be 
nominated tor the Presideney, I should wish 
io support him. Whether Pshould do so or 
hot, however, would depend apon the posi- 
tou Which he and the Convention making 
the nomination should think proper to. take, 

Should you return to the South through 
this eity, f shall be happy to see you ; and 
it you will remain a few days with us, will
